The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or below the 
zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water. 

Gage readings аге usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental Divide, 
and at Т a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for reading the 
gage, are printed as a note at the foot of the table or page. This practice was begun іп 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have bern changed, either through accident or through necessary 
removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given іп a table headed "Corrigenda" and the cor- 
rections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also given in the table if they 
have ”^t been previously published. 

Іп the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, the. Geologi- 
cal Survey of the Department of Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other public as well as private 
interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collection of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Climatological and 
Hydrologic Services Division - - — Merrill Bernard, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has а designated center at which the adminis— 


trative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the centers and their districts.

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or below 
the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known watt 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental Divide, 
and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for reading 
the gage, are printed as а nate at the foot of the table ог page. This practice was begun іп 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through necessary 
removals, The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Corrigenda," and the 
corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also given in the table if 
they have not been previously published. 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, the 
Geological Survey of the Department of Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other public as well 
as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collection of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic Services 
Division — - William Е. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has a designated center at which the adminis— 


trative and forecasting work is carried on, The following table shows the centers and their districts.

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or below 
the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water, 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental Divide, 
and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for reading 
the gage, are printed as a note at the foot of the table or page. This practice was begun in 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through necessary 
removals, The stations at which changes have occurred are given іп a table headed “Corrigends,” and the 
corrections required to reduce Pie vious readings to the zero пом in use are also given in the table if 
they have not been previously published, 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, the 
Geological Survey of the Department of Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other public as well 
as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collection of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic Services 
Division - - William E. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has a designated center at which the adminis- 


strative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the centers and their districts.

Volumes XXXVII to XLIX can be bought from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D.C.; other 
volumes are out of print and cannot be supplied. 

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or below 
the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water. 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental Di- 
vide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for reading 
the gage, are printed as a note at the foot of the table or page. This practice was begun in 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through neces- 
sary removals, The stations at which changes have occurred are given іп a table headed "Corrigenda, ” 
and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also given in the 
table if they have not been previously published. 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, the 
Geological Survey of the Department of Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other public as well 
as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collection of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic Services 
Division - - William E. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has a designated center at which the adminis- 


trative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the centers and their districts.

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above 
or below the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water, 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental 
Divide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for 
reading the gage, are printed as a note at the foot of the table or page. This practice was begun 
in 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through 
necessary removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Corri- 
вепда," and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also 
given in the table if they have not been previously published, 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, 
the Geological Survey of the Department of Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other pub- 
lic as well as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collection 
of certain даға. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic Зег- 
vices Division - - William Е. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has a designated center at which the

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above 
or below the zero of the gage. The zero has, as а rule, been set at or near the lowest known water, 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continen- 
tal Divide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for 
reading the gage, are printed as a note at the foot of the table or page. This practice was begun 
in 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through 
necessary removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Corri- 
genda", and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also 
given in the table if they have not been previously published. 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, 
the Geological Survey of the Department of the Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other 
public as well as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collec- 
tion of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic 
Services Division - - William Е. Hiatt, Chief of Division,

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above 
or below the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water, 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continen- 
tal Divide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Extreme stages for a month, or important crest stages, not observed at the regular time for 
reading the gage, are printed as a note at the foot of the table or page. This practice was begun 
in 1907. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through 
necessary removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Corri- 
genda", and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also 
given in the table if they have not been previously published. 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, 
the Geological Survey of the Department of the Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other 
public as well as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the со11ес- 
tion of certain data, 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic 
Services Division - - William E, Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has a designated center at which 


the administrative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the centers and

other volumes are out of print and cannot be supplied, 

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or 
below the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water. 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental 
Divide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Important crest stages are noted below the table. Extreme stages for a month may or may not 
have occurred at the regular time for reading the gage. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through 
necessary removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Corri- 
genda", and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also given 
in the table if they have not been previously published. 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, 
the Geological Survey of the Department of the Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other 
public as well as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the со11ес- 
tion of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic 
Services Division - - William E. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is divided into districts, and each district has a designated center at which the 
administrative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the centers and their 


districts.

Volumes XLVI to LIV can be bought from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C.; 
other volumes are out of print and cannot be supplied. 

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or 
below the zero of the gage. Тһе zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water. 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental 
Divide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Important crest stages are noted below the table. Extreme stages for a month may or may not 
have occurred at the regular time for reading the gage. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through 
necessary removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Согг1- 
genda", and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also given 
in the table if they have not been previously published. 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, 
the Geological Survey of the Department of the Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other 
public as well as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collec- 
tion of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic 
Services Division - - William E. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is served by 90 River District Offices and 10 River Forecast Centers at which the 
administrative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the location of each of

Volumes XLVI to LV can be bought from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, р. C.; other 
volumes are out of print and cannot be supplied. 

The river stages are the vertical distances, in feet and tenths, of the water surface above or 
below the zero of the gage. The zero has, as a rule, been set at or near the lowest known water. 

Gage readings are usually made at 8 a.m., seventy-fifth meridian time, east of the Continental 
Divide, and at 7 a.m., local time, west of the Divide. 

Important crest stages are noted below the table. Extreme stages for a month may or may not 
have occurred at the regular time for reading the gage. 

In some cases the zero planes of gages have been changed, either through accident or through 
necessary removals. The stations at which changes have occurred are given in a table headed "Corri- 
genda", and the corrections required to reduce previous readings to the zero now in use are also given 
in the table, 

In the preparation of this publication the Corps of Engineers of the Department of the Army, 
the Geological Survey of the Department of the Interior, the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other 
public as well as private interests have cooperated either by furnishing or assisting in the collection 
of certain data. 

The river and flood forecasting work of the Weather Bureau was directed by the Hydrologic 
Services Division - - William E. Hiatt, Chief of Division. 

The country is served by 90 River District Offices and 10 River Forecast Centers at which the 


administrative and forecasting work is carried on. The following table shows the location of each of 


these offices and its area of responsibility.
